A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described In a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by DiFranza (5955710). 
DiFranza teaches in figures 1-11, an information distribution system for an elevator. 

A display monitor 13 is provided video information. 

A production center 20 provides the data to the display unit over the internet 24. 
The data consists of "building characterization" which includes categorized business 
segments (col. 6, lines 51-63, and "real-time" content source 22 which provides specific 
URLs for content source. 
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3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Friedlii et a!., DiFranza et al '925, Wilson et al and Fayette et a! are cited to illustrate 
similar advertising systems.
